SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT. 


At  the  close  of  another  year,  we  present  to  you  the  result,  as 
far  as  can  be  seen,  of  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  education  of 
our  youth.  The  schools  generally  have  been  well  conducted, 
and  creditable  progress  has  been  made  by  the  pupils,  and  where 
there  has  been  failure,  it  has  been  owing  to  a  lack  of  cooperation 
or  a  misunderstanding  between  teacher  and  parents.  The  ad- 
vantage in  retaining  teachers  who  are  doing  faithful,  conscien- 
tious work  cannot  be  over  estimated,  and  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated  in  our  schools  during  the  past  year.  In  but  one 
school  have  we  been  obliged  to  make  any  change  in  teachers  dur- 
ing the  year. 

We  would  urge  upon  parents  and  guardians  the  importance  of 
visiting  the  schools  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  and  encour- 
aging the  children,  and  where  dissatisfaction  exists,  do  not 
blame  the  teacher  and  "the  school  board  until  you  have  visited 
school  and  seen  for  yourself  whether  there  is  just  cause  for 
complaint.  It  is  generally  the  case  that  the  loudest  complaints 
come  from  those  whose  names  are  never  seen  on  the  list  of 
visitors. 

At  the  last  annual  school  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  try  the  ex- 
periment of  having  a  school  on  the  Neck  one  year,  for  the  con- 
venience of  those  children  who  had  formerly  been  carried  to  the 
village  school.  Accordingly  a  room  for  that  purpose  was  rented 
of  Mr.  Geo.  II.  Hardy,  and  a  school  maintained  therefor  twenty 
weeks,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  who  who  sent  pupils. 
The  children  progressed  much  faster  than  in  a  larger,  school 
where  they  could  not  receive  so  much  attention,  but  the  expense 
was  more  than  twice  that  of  carrying  them  to  the  village  school. 

Many  thanks  are  due  to  our  corps  of  faithful,  earnest  teach- 
ers who  have  given  themselves  unsparingly  to  their  work,  and 
of  whom  it  may  be  said,  "  She  hath  done  what  she  could." 
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It  has  been  our  aim  to  secure  the  greatest  possible  good  to 
those  whose  interests  demand  our  services,  and  if,  in  any  in- 
stance, we  have  failed,  we  hope,  out  of  the  experiences  of  the 
past,  to  find  wisdom  for  the  future. 

The  school  at  Centre  Harbor  village  was  taught  three  terms  by 
Miss  S.  Gertrude  Watson.  Number  of  registered  scholars,  33. 
Those  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  for  two  terms  are, — Mabel  Hauson 
and  Jack  McDonald ;  for  one  term,  Helen  Caverly,  Alice  Stan- 
ley, Edna  Hanson,  Henry  Leighton,  and  Jo  McDonald. 

The  school  near  the  town  house  was  in  session  twenty-nine 
weeks.  The  first  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  A.  Chester  Clark.  The 
second  was  begun  by  Miss  Florence  E.  Bates,  who  was  very 
soon  called  to  her  home  in  Massachusetts,  and  the  term  was 
finished  by  Mrs.  Nellie  W.  Cox.  The  third  term  was  taught  by 
Miss  Emma  J.  Webster.  Number  of  registered  scholars,  13. 
Anna  E.  Hilliard  is  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  for  two  terms  ;  for  one 
term,  Charles  L.  Batchelder,  Clarence  D.  Davis,  and  Walter  E. 
Ladd. 

The  school  on  the  Neck  was  taught  two  terms  by  Miss  Viola 
V.  Evans.  Number  of  registered  scholars,  9.  On  the  Roll  of 
Honor  for  the  entire  year  are, — Priscilla  V.  Gibson,  and  Huo'h 
L.  Gibson;  for  one  term,  Walter  A.  Downing,  and  Claudine 
Gibson. 

The  Cram  school  was  in  session  thirty  weeks,  and  was  tauoht 
by  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Perkins.  Number  of  registered  scholars,  17. 
Ina  D.  Perkins,  and  Delia  M.  Thompson  are  on  the  Roll  of 
Honor  for  the  entire  year. 

The  West  Centre  Harbor  school  was  taught  twenty-nine  weeks 
by  Miss  Martha  B.  Watson.  Number  of  registered  scholars,  26. 
Phebe  A.  Brown,  Ethel  W.  Mclntire,  Elsie  D.  Clark,  Oscar  D. 
York,  Horace  B.  York,  and  Earl  L.  Smith  are  on  the  Roll  of 
Honor  for  one  term.
